168. (New) The therapeutic compo\ition of claims 145-148, wherein the binding agent is 
present in the composition in an amouni of from 1 |ig to 200 ^g per kg of body weight of the 
host. \ 

169. (New) The therapeutic compositioff^cording to any of claims 145-168, wherein the 
composition further comprises one or moreja^ one or more carriers, one or more 
excipients, one or more stabilizers, one or more imaging reagents, one or more 
pharmaceutically acceptable carriers and/or physiologically acceptable saline. 

REMARKS 

With entry of the present Preliminary Amendment, Applicants have deleted claims 1- 
1 12, added independent claims 1 13, 1 14, 135, 136, and 145-148, and added 48 dependent 
claims. After entry of this amendment, claims 1 13-169 are pending. None of these new claims 

contain new matter, as all of these claims find support throughout the application and claims as

originally filed.
